BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

NOVELTY - The system for point of sales(POS) including a blue-tooth chip is 
provided to simplify the structure of the system, to enable the high-speed 
communication with no directional features, and to simultaneously transmit data 
and voice, by making the peripheral devices of the POS system wireless, and by 
forming the system as a personal data assistants(PDA) type. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION - A POS station(10) exchanges information with 
transceiver 

terminals(30-35). A repeater(20) relays the transmission of the information, 
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and controls the flow thereof. A PDA(30) transmits and receives the 
information in a wireless manner. The repeater(20) communicates with a 
printer(31), a keyboard(32), a mouse(33), a bar code scanner(34) and a wireless 
apparatus(35). All of the parts described above include a blue-tooth radio 
frequency(RF) module for supporting a wireless communication. 
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
